Ro o sev elt Field, West bury , N. Y ., Sept. 2 1.— Rene Fo nck’s 
lo npr heralded attempt to fly with three co mpanio ns fro m New 
Yo rk to Paris started to day amid the acclaim o f a tho usand 
peo ple and three minutes later it ended, the plane in flames and 
two o f the crew dead. 
Charles Clav ier o f France, radio man, and James Islamo ff, 
the Russian mechanic, were burned to death when the running 
g ear o f the plane g av e way and it plung ed into a g ully . 
Fo nck and Lieuteant Lawrence W. Curtin, U. S. N., his sec­ 
o nd in co mmand, escaped uninjured. 
The bo dies o f Clav ier and Islamo ff were fo und in the ruins 
o f the plane, partly buried in the ashes o f the co ckpit. 
They 
were side by side. 
The bo dies were almo st unreco g nizable. 
Apparently the do o rs o f the co ckpit had jammed as the plane 
struck and the two men were trapped, fo rced to die an ag o nizing 
death. 
Fo nck and Curtin were thro wn clear o f the wreckag e and 
o nly dazed by the crash.

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FLIGHT DISASTER 
HUGE PLANE CRASHED TO 
GROUND 3 MINUTES AFTER 
FLIGHT STARTED TODAY 


Charles Clavier of France, Radio Man 
and James Islamoff, Russian Me­ 
chanic, Burned to Death 


Rene Foneh and Lieutenant Curtin, ll. S. A ., were 
Thrown Clear of the Wreckage, and Only Dazed 
by Crash—Thousands See Tragedy of the Air

Roosevelt Field, Westbury, N. Y., Sept. 21.— Rene Fonck’s 
long- heralded attempt to fly with three companions from New 
York to Paris started today amid the acclaim of a thousand 
people and three minutes later it ended, the plane in flames and 
two of the crew dead. 
Charles Clavier of France, radio man, and James Islamoff, 
the Russian mechanic, were burned to death when the running 
gear of the plane gave way and it plunged into a gully. 
Fonck and Lieuteant Lawrence W. Curtin, U. S. N., his sec­ 
ond in command, escaped uninjured. 
The bodies of Clavier and Islamoff were found in the ruins 
of the plane, partly buried in the ashes of the cockpit. 
They 
were side by side. 
The bodies were almost unrecognizable. 
Apparently the doors of the cockpit had jammed as the plane 
struck and the two men were trapped, forced to die an agonizing 
death. 
Fonck and Curtin were thrown clear of the wreckage and 
only dazed by the crash. 
Fonck announced last night that he* 
U" 
“

would make his start at 5:30 a. in .J* 
today. 
There was some delay in get­ 
ting ready for the start, hut soon after 
fi a. rn. Fonck and Curtin climbed into 
the plane, where they joined Clavier, 
who was at his radio set, and Islam­ 
off. 
Fonck took the controls with 
Curtin besides him. 
The engine was speeded 
up 
and 
slowly moved away down the field 
while a thousand people sent up a 
lusty cheer. 
Finally the plane lifted a little from 
the ground and settled hack. 
Again 
it came up some four feet, but could 
not maintain it, and again dropped. 
The plane was off the ground four 
or five feet, when there was a sudden, 
muffled explosion. The plane careened 
at a giddy angle and fell into a gully, 
which separates Roosevelt and Curtis 
flying fields. 
Just as it fell, spectators on one 
side of the field said Curtin and Fonck 
were seen to be thrown from the plane. 
Hardly had the plane struck ground 
than smoke poured from it and the 
tongues of flame leaped up. 
Soon it 
was apparent that the plane would 
probably he a loss and it was certain 
that Clavier and Islamoff could not 
escape. 
The crowd surged down the field, 
about three quarters of a mile to the 
spot where the plane had fallen, but 
could not approach nearer than a few 
hundred yards on account of the dan­ 
ger of an explosion.

General 
Fund 
Taxation

2 Mills 
The tax levy for 1926 for the city 
of Brainerd and payable 1927, as set 
last evening by the city council, was 
23.75 mills, a reduction of one mill 
from the 1925 tax levy. 
Aldermen Martin Anderson. W. E. 
Lewis, and C. G. Holmstrom, voted 
again st the levy, t h e three aldermen 
favoring an even greater tax l e w 
reduction. 
All 
other 
members 
cf 
the city council voted in favor of the 
tax levy as brought in by the finance 
committee. 
Aldermen 
Quanstrom 
and Paine were not in attendance 
and therefore could not vote. 
The total sum to be raised by ta x ­ 
ation is $72,216.00 which approxi­ 
mates 23.75 mills. 
One mill is ap ­ 
proximately $3,000. 
A reduction of one half mill is 
noted this year in the tax levy for 
the public safety fund over last year. 
T h e levy this year is five for this 
departm ent fund the levy last year 
being five and a half mills. 
The 
general fund levy was reduced from 
3 mills of last year to 2 mills this 
year, but the interest fund of 3 mills 
last year was increased to 3 % mills 
this year. 
The 
following 
resolution 
w a s 
adopted by the council on the tax 
levy: 
“ Be it resolved by the city coun­ 
cil, of the city of Brainerd th a t the 
sum of $72,216.00 be raised by ta x a ­ 
tion in the ensuing year upon the 
taxable property of the city of B rain­

Martin Anderson strongly advocat­ 
ed an even greater reduction in the 
tax rate th a n w h at the council vot­ 
ed. 
“This council should 
be able to 
get along on 21.75 mills, but we 
have got to curtail expenses w h er­ 
ever it is possible to do so and we 
m ust 
also 
work 
together 
towards 
th a t end,” said Alderman Anderson, 
“ the idea of the budget system is to 
budget everything a n d - g e t it down 
to the 
least 
possible working ex­ 
penditure.” 
Vernon Anderson, chairm an of the 
finance committee who brought in 
the report on the tax levy stated 
t h a t the tax levy of 23.75 mills was 
the best th a t could be done this year 
and any further lowering of the mill 
rate would in all probabilty result 
in a deficit at the end of the year. 
The chairm an of the finance com­ 
m ittee felt th a t with 
a reduction 
this year of one mill, it would pave 
the way for an o th er possible reduc­ 
tion next year. 
In the case of a big 
reduction this year, he pointed out, 
the 
tax 
levy 
the following 
year 
would 
undoubtedly 
increase. 
Bet­ 
ter to decrease slowly in taxation 
than to 
jum p into something and 
regret it later, he advocated. 
Alderman Vernon Anderson pres­ 
ented a concisive report on the taxes 
and 
finances. 
The total 
property 
value in the city of Brainerd assess­ 
able am ounts to approxim ately $3,- 
040,666. 
The city have added many 
im­ 
provements in their streets, an ex­ 
penditu re which will not have to be 
met 
this year. 
No large jmprove- 
m n t is planned for the year and the 
public safety fund has been cut down 
one half a mill from 5.50 to 5 mil’s. 
President W. J. Lyonais felt that 
the finance committee had worked 
out the tax levy in the very best 
possible way and he therefore said 
h e did not hesitate in recommending 
and favoring the tax levy of 23.75 
mills. 
The city council this year have 
been prompt in working out their 
budget which will be presented to 
the county auditor for the make up 
of t h e general taxation for the city 
tax payers of Brainerd. 
The city tax payers in Brainerd 
pay three tax allow ance, to the city, 
the county and the state. 
The city 
this year have started the auditor's 
department out in good tim e to pre­ 
pare the tax levy. 
Martin Anderson in his advoca­ 
tion of reduction of taxes recom­ 
mended as a beginner the abolition 


of the office of city stenographer, aud 
seconded by Alderman W. E. Lewis, 
the following motion was put before 
the council but was lost. 
“ T hat tho 
city stenographer be removed from 
the payroll as the aldermen were not 
getting service from this office.” 
Alderman 
Rltari 
talked 
against 
the resolution sta tin g that he did 
not consider it a justice to lay a n y ­ 
one off without first giving them du0 
notice of their retirement. 
On roll call the following voted in 
favor of the resolution. Martin And­ 
erson, W. E. Lewis, and C. G. Holm­ 
strom, upon which the motion was 
declared lost by m ajority of the city 
council.

LEGISLATURE ACCUSED OF SEEK­ 
ING TO REMOVE CHIEF EXECU­ 
TIVE FROM OFFICE 


Olympia, Wash., Sept. 21.— Gover­ 
nor Roland H. Hartley, who grew Tip 
in and around Minneapolis and son- 
in-law of former Governor Clough of 
Minnesota, 
is 
giving 
W ashington 
more political fighting and 
excite­ 
ment than it felt in the days of the 
populists and the bull inclose. 
He 
{.{ariled 
the 
tate 
by 
dem anding 
drastic reductions in education, h ig h ­ 
way building and reclamation, 
put 
on d ram atic clashes with an unyie ld­ 
ing legislature, and sharply split the 
tho 
republican 
prim ary 
to 
unseat 
the republican party. 
A Character in Washington 
Mr. Hartley is a persistent 
and 
colorful c haracte r in W ashin gton r e ­ 
publican politics, reaching the 
t o v 
c r n o r ’s chair on his third attempt. 
Fourteen years ago he came from 
Minnesota, in 1916, he 
became 
a 
candidate for the republican nomin­ 
ation and lost. 
He was a candidate 
in 1920 and was defeated by the 
“ Old G u ard ’’ candidate, former Gov­ 
ernor Louis Hart. 
In both cam ­ 
paigns, Mr. Hartley was tutored and 
guided by his father-in-law and for­ 
mer Minnesota governor. Mr. Clough, 
but Mr. Clough died in the midst of 
the 1924 campaign, when Mr. H a r t ­ 
ley defeated the old guard candidate 
by a few hundred votes. 
Ile was 
elected in the final by the biggest 
vote ever polled by a candidate for 
governor in Washington. 
Recognizing Mr. Hartley as a con­ 
servative, a business man — being 
engaged in logging — Washington 
settled back for a calm, dignified a d ­ 
ministration. 
Tho anticipation wa. 
jolted immediately he was in a u g u r ­ 
ated. 
His 
first 
message 
bristled 
with a condemnation of the proposed 
child labor am endment, criticisms of 
governmental and state inspections 
etc. 
His message, iii general, wa 
hailed with statewide approval. 
Surprises Legislature 
T he legislature was in session IO 
clays when Mr. H artley sprung a big 
surprise. 
He called upon the legis 
l a ture to abandon more th an 
200 
bills, enact IO of his recommenda­ 
tions — which 
became 
known 
as 
“ H artle y’s Ten Com m andm ents” 
and adjourn. 
H e , proposed a survey 
to outline a “ business p ro g ram ” and 
reconvene the legislature ill the fall. 
Some members resented the plan, de 
d a r i n g they felt “ spanked and sent 
h o m e ; ” but the legislature1 obeyed 
quittin g in a turmoil as it failed to 
over-ride th e veto of a $400,000 loan 
for w hea t growers of several arle 
bounties. 
Mr. Hartley filled the interim with 
surprises. He rebuked women e n g a g ­ 
ed in child welfare work, declaring 
it would be better if they stayed at 
home and 
looked after their own 
children. 
He stopped publication of 
agricultural pamphlets, news letters, 
reports, etc. 
He refused ex trad i­ 
tions for debts or domestic trouble.-; 
explaining th a t he would not permi 
the state to be a “ collection agency 
for suckers,” and that a 
runaw ay 
husband or wife wras not worth t h ” 
cost of return. 
He dismissed many 
appointees, declaring he would have 
loyalty if he had to place “Chippewa 
Indians in charge of in stitutions.” 
Clashes With Officers 
He clashed with the state elective 
officers— th e treasurer, secretary of 
state, land commissioner and others. 
The various state committees 
and 
commissions, made up of the gover­ 
nor and tw o elective officers, were 
set for fight at every meeting. 
Mr. 
H artley regarded the elective officers 
to be of the old g u a r d — all republi­ 
cans-—and 
served 
notice 
th a t 
he 
would not be “ hog tied.” 
He r e ­ 
belled in the highway board because 
he suspected that, he was being “ tied 
up by the cement tru s t.” 
He revolt­ 
ed in the capitol commission until 
permitted to personally select an in­ 
spector for. the $6,500,000 legislative 
building u n d er construction. 
Mr. Hartley called a special ses­ 
sion of the legislature with regret, 
suggesting that the state would be 
better off w ithout a legislative ses­ 
sion if it were not for the need of 
appropriatio ns to finish 
the 
bien­ 
nium. 
The .session tu rn ed out to he 
a 60 day row. 
The governor called 
for tax reduction by cu ttin g all along 
the line. 
Supporters of the prevail­ 
ing systems of education, reclam a­ 
tion and highw ay construction join­ 
ed together to disregard the gover­ 
n or’s recommendations.

H a r t ­ 
ley vetoed right and left and de­ 
liver1 d stinging messages. 
He charged that the state was bt- 
ing robbed of its timber, th at the 
land office system wa* wrong; and 
that th e timber interests, determined 
to protect privileges, had organized 
tin legislature.

Philadelphia, Repf. 21.— Since Jack Dempsey and 
G e ne Tunney opened 
the camps In which they trained for the fight here Thursday night that will 
decide ttie world’s heav yweight, champion, a new world’s record has been 
established for the bunk that was sent out to the public. 
Tunney was made a v ictim of more misinformation than Dempsey be­ 
cause Dempsey has been through enough training camp ordeals to k now that 
it 1« essential to hav e some priv acy. 
When Dempsey goes into his cottage after a day’s work , only intimate 
friends fhaf the champion wants to see are permitted to pass the shock troops 
outside. 
Mik e Tranf, Chicago detectiv e sergeant, has been around Dempsey’s 
amps for so many years that he k nows without ask ing the few that wouldn't 
nnoy the champion. 
It Isn’t that Dempsey Is clannish or that ho wouldn’t lik e to hav e hlm- 
elf surrounded with friends but he k nows that It Isn’t conductiv e to rest or 
peace to listen to a flock of "yes men.*’ 
The result Is that hundreds misin­ 
formed stories about what Dempsev does In his priv ate quarters are sent out, 
what he eats, how he sleeps, what k ind of night clothes he wears, etc. 
It will he recalled that stories were printed that Firpo, when he w-as 
raining for Dempsey, woudn’t sleep on a mattress and that he preferred a 
ed of rock s. 
That, of course, was silly hut a lot of readers believ ed It. 
Instead of mak ing a cav e-man out of Tunney, the other extreme was 
ak en up. 
From some stories you would pick Tunney as an intellectual sissy. 
Tunney Is a v ery Intelligent young man and he reads some v ery good hook s 
nd Is not defeated when he opens a hook of v erse. 
But he does not quote poetry in his conv ersation beyond popular expres- 
lons that are used In ev ery day language. 
He does not use “two dollar” 
words and his conv ersation Is no more high-browed than Dempsey’s. . Demp­ 
sey uses more slung than Tunney but it Is parlor slung and not bar-room 
wise crack s. 
Tunney is quoted more often than Dempsey because he talk s 
lot more than the champion. 
Dempsey Is one of the world’s champion 
listeners and he has pick ed up a lot by If. 
The mistak en Idea was broadcast tha t Tunney was braggard and It went 
so far that Dempsey told one of his friends: “Let him do the talk ing. 
But 
Ills thing isn’t a debate.” 
Tunney wus amused by the stories of his intellectual leaners and being 
pronounced practical jok er he would cut loose around a stranger with a lot 
of words that would cause a dash for a dictionary. 
It is his way of hav ing a 
good time and carrying out an act that was forced on him. 
“You k now Gene don’t recite all those poems and when I can understand 
him It’s a cinch he isn’t using high brow 
la ng ua g e. U’h good publicity and 
it’s not harming any one,” Billy Gibson, his manager, said. 
Dempsey and Tunney are Just two natural, lik eable fellows and for one, 
he writer hates to see either one of them lose. 
Tunney is easier for a 
stranger to approach because he Is naturally amluhle and Dempsey Is naturally 
retiring and at times almost shy. As far as the w riter k nows, Dempsey nev er 
lias been discourteous to a newspaper man and Tunney mak es you feel at the 
first meeting as if he has k nown you for years. 
Both of them are shark s on 
emetpherlng names and faces and the fat uity wus not cultiv ated for com­ 
mercial purposes. 
Dempsey is sensitiv e about allusions to his “hobo days” and Tunney re­ 
sents too much or a suggestion that he is lady lik e. 
Dempsey certainly isn’t 
hobo anti it’s quite a cinch that there's nothing effeminate about Tunney.

Since Jack Dempsey and Gene Tunney opened 
the cam ps In which they trained for the fight here Thursday night that will 
decide the w orld’s heavyweight champion, a new world’s record has been 
established for the hunk that was sent out to the public. 
Tunney was made a victim of more m isinformation than Dempsey be­ 
cause Dempsey has been through enough training camp ordeals to know that 
if is essential to have some privacy. 
When Dempsey goes info his cottage after a day’s work, only intimate 
friends that the champion wants to see are perm itted to pass the shock troops 
outside. 
Mike T rant, Chicago detective sergeant, has been around Dempsey’s 
camps for so many years th a t he knows without asking the few that w ouldn’t 
annoy the champion. 
It isn ’t th a t Dempsey is clannish or that ho w ouldn’t like to have him ­ 
self surrounded with friends hut he knows that It Isn t conductive to rest or 
peace to listen to a flock of “yes men.” 
The result is that hundreds m isin­ 
formed stories about w hat Dempsey floes In his private q u arters are sent out, 
w hat he eats, how he sleeps, what kind of night clothes he wears, etc. 
It will he recalled that stories were printed that Firpo, when he was 
training for Dempsey, w oudn’t sleep on a m attress and that he preferred a 
bcd of rocks. 
That, of co u r s e , was silly hut a lot of readers believed it. 
Instead of making a cave-man out of Tunney, the other extreme was 
taken up. 
From some stories you would pick T unney as an intellectual sissy. 
Tunney is a very intelligent young man and he reads some very good hooks 
and is not. defeated when he opens a hook of verse. 
But lie does not quote poetry in his conversation beyond popular expres­ 
sions that are used in every day language. 
He does not use “two dollar” 
words and his conversation Is no more high-browed than Dempsey’s. 
Demp­ 
sey uses more slang than Tunney but it is parlor slung and not bar-room 
wise cracks. 
Tunney Is quoted more often than Dempsey because he talks 


ii lot more than the champion. 
Dempsey is one of the w orld’s champion 
listeners and he has picked up a lot by It. 
The mistaken Idea was broadcast that Tunney was braggard and it went 
so far that Dempsey told one of his friends: “Let him do the talking. 
But 
this thing Isn’t a debate.” 
Tunney was amused by the stories of his intellectual leaners and being 


ii pronounced practical joker he would cut loose around a stran g e r with a lot 
of words that would cause a dash for a dictionary. 
It is his way of having a 
good time and carrying out an act that was forced on him. 
“You know Gene don’t recite all those poems and when I can understand 
Iiirn ifs a cinch he isn’t using high brow language. 
I f s good publicity and 
It’s not harm ing any one,” Billy Gibson, his m anager, said. 
Dempsey and Tunney are just two natural, likeable fellows and for one, 
the w riter hates to see either one of them lose. 
Tunney is easier for a 
stran g er to approach because he is naturally am iable and Dempsey Is naturally 
retiring and at times alm ost shy. As far as the w riter knows, Dempsey never 
has been discourteous to a new spaper man and Tunney makes you feel at the 
first m eeting as if he has know n you for years. 
Both of them are sharks on 
rem em bering nam es and faces and the faculty was not cultivated for com­ 
mercial purposes. 
Dempsey is sensitive about allusions to his “hobo days” and Tunney re ­ 
sents too much of a suggestion that he is lady like. 
Dempsey certainly isn t 
i hobo and it’s quite a cinch th a t th ere’s nothing effeminate about Tunney.
